The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 



under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Schairer 5,384,471. 
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Schairer teaches a reflection type led package including a recessed casing; 
cavity; bearing grooves 8, 9 in a peripheral wall; lead members 3a, 3b; and led 1 on a 
small width segment of lead 3a. Note the leads 3a, 3b have large width areas and small 
width areas. See figures 1a, 1b, 2a, and 2b. Claim 1 is anticipated or at least obvious 
depending on one's interpretation of the various terms in the claims as "recessed", 
"bearing grooves", "small width", etc. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schairer in view of Maruyama Jp 1 1-16341 1 or applicant's prior art admissions. 

Schairer does not teach bent leads. This difference is not patentable as bent 
leads for surface mount technology is suggested for enabling flat surface mounting. See 
Maruyama and applicant's prior art figures 5-7. It would have been prima facie obvious 
to provide bent lead technology with a narrow aperture angle device package as 
Schairer for the benefits of surface mounting the device and providing large leads for 
better contact, better heat sinking and stable flat mounting. Note Maruyama's leads also 
have wider width at the external contact area. Claims 1-3 are obvious structure.
